Army Buries 
War Victim 
With No Kin

WASHINGTON (AP) - For 


nine days the Army sought to 
locate any relatives of Spec. 4 
John F. Barzan. Failing, it bur- 
ied him last Friday, the first 
American victim of the Viet 
Nam war for whom no next of 
kin could be found. 


The New York native, 40, was 


buried with simple military hon- 
ors in the Long Island, N.Y., 
National 
Cemetery after the 


Army made what was described 
as an "administrative decision" 
on the rare case. 


His mother, the only relative 


named in Barzan's service file, 
was last known to be in New 
York. 


"We assumed that she would 


want him buried there, so we 
decided on the Long Island Na- 
tional Cemetery," a spokesman 
said. 


If relatives come forward and 


want the remains interred else- 
where, the spokesman said, the 
government will arrange it. 


Barzan, a bachelor, died of 


heat prostration Sept. 25 while 
on a work detail of his unit, the 
117th Transport Company, near 
Cap Lai, South Viet Nam. 


In its routine process of noti- 


fying next of kin of the dead, the 
Army sent a personal repre- 
sentative to the only address 
given for his mother, Margaret 
D. Barzan of 2461 Amsterdam 
Ave., N.Y. 


She had moved in 1958, leav- 


ing no forwarding address. 


The Army turned to its mas- 


ter enlistment files at Ft. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Ind,, and came 
up with an address of 320' 28th 
Ave., Astoria, N.Y. 


This, too, proved negative. 
All of Barzen's personal be- 


longings, including letters, were 
searched in a vain attempt to 
locate 
relatives or 
perhaps 


friends who could be of help. 


On Oct. 4 the search was 


dropped. 
Barzan's 
remains 


were flown to Dover Air Force 
Base, Del., the eastern arrival 
point for bodies of military men. 
On Oct. 7, the remains were 
shipped to the national ceme- 
tery.

Kosygin was quoted by the 


official Soviet news agency Tass 
as saying Moscow was provid- 
ing Hanoi with "considerable 
additional assistance" to meet 
"the needs created by the new 
phase of the American aggres- 
sion." 


"Military personnel for the 


armed forces od North Viet Nam 
are being trained in the Soviet 
Union," he said. 


Kosygin made the speech dur- 


ing 3. visit to the Soviet Union by 
Polish Communist party leader 
Wladyslaw Gomulka and other 
Polish officials for talks on Viet 
Nam and Red China. 


Kosygin accused 
Peking of

the enemies of socialism, to the 
enemies of peace and progress."

Q—My niece had toxemia 


of pregnancy and the doctor 
took 
the 
baby 
at 
seven 


months by Caesarean section. 
Is this always done? Is there 
any other treatment for this 
condition? 


A—Toxemia or poisoning 


of pregnancy includes three 
related conditions—pernicious 
vomiting (not the 
ordinary 


morning sickness), pre-eclamp- 
sia and eclampsia. They are 
caused by the production of 
the normal end products of 
protein 
metabolism in in- 


creased quantity and the ina- 
bility of the victim's liver to 
neutralize t h e s e poisonous 
waste products and of her 
kidneys to eliminate them. 
These poisons further dam- 
age the liver and kidneys, 
thus setting 
up a vicious 


cycle. 


The early signs of toxemia 


are scanty urine, headache, 
swelling 
of 
the 
feet 
and 


blurred vision. When these 
signs are noted prompt treat- 
ment with bed rest and a diet 
low in protein is often fol- 
lowed by improvement. 
In 


more s e v e r e cases Epsom 
salts, drugs 
to lower 
the 


blood pressure and barbitur- 
ates are given. This treat- 
ment enables most women to 
carry the baby to full term 
but, even with the best of 
care, it may be necessary to 
t e r m i n a t e the pregnancy 
either by inducing labor or 
by Caesarean section. 


Q—if a woman had diph- 


theria in childhood, could 
this cause her to be sterile? 


A—Some other cause for 


her i n f e r t i l i t y should be 
sought—an obstruction of the 
uterine tubes or 
oviducts, 


endometriosis, a deficiency of 
thyroid, ovarian or pituitary 
hormone, abnormal secretions 
of the uterine cervic, fibroid 
tumors, tilting of the uterus 
or other local causes. Tests 
• may have to be made to track 


down the true cause. 


to 10.5 milligrams. This can 
be maintained by a daily in- 
take of 800 milligrams. A 
person may h a v e a mild 
calcium deficiency for years 
without any symptoms but, if 
there is also a deficiency of 
parathyroid hormone, muscle 
spasms 
of the 
hands and 


general irritability may occur. 
With uncomplicated calcium 
deficiency there is danger of 
softening of the bones. 


Too much calcium may oc- 


cur when too much vitamin 
D is taken, when the para- 
thyroids are overly active or 
when one has m u l t i p l e 
myeloma.

One way to keep your face

Save 
the chin and upper lip for 
last because that's where the 
coarsest whiskers grow. Being 
in contact with water longer 
means they will be easier to 
slice off.

C l e a n cutting edge. 


Make sure your blade is sharp 
and clean. An inferior or dull, 
overused blade cannot cut 
whiskers cleanly and evenly. 
The new stainless steel blades 
are clearly superior to the old 
type. 


In choosing a shave cream, 


men with oily skins should 
select a lather-tvpe and use a 
brush or aerosol foam. Men 
with dry skins should use a 
brushless cream which does 
not rob the skin of oils. 


New products in the razor 


industry have added to the 
speed and efficiency of shav- 
ing. One is Gillette's Tech- 
matic razor. The shaving edge 
is a continuous band of coated 
s t a i n l e s s steel, three-six- 
teenths of an inch wide. The 
band is coiled within a re- 
placeable cartridge and is ad- 
vanced to new positions by a 
lever on the razor. 


Another new approach to 


shaving is an interesting razor 
called the Stahley Safety Ra- 
zor. 
It features a wind-up 


spring in the handle which 
vibrates the blade and head 
at 6,000 vibrations per min- 
ute. The razor presumably 
combines the oscillating fea- 
tures of an electric razor 
with the smooth shaving qual- 
ities of a safety razor.
